School Report. 


The School Board respectifully present the twenty-sec- 
ond annual report: | 


There have been twenty-six weeks of school during the 
past year, and six schools in operation. It was the inten- 
tion of the School Board to divide the money so as to give 
each school a spring term of twelve weeks and a fall term 
of fourteen weeks; but owing to the prevalence of diph- 
theria, measles, etc., Nos. one and six had but ten weeks 
in the spring and sixteen weeks in the fall and winter term, 
thus receiving their equal share of the money. Number 
five had twelve weeks in the spring, but as whooping cough 
made its appearance among some of the pupils in the win- 
ter, the term was closed at the end of twelve weeks; but 
we hope the balance of the money due the school may be 
given to them in the coming spring term. 

As there were but three pupils in number seven, ar- 
rangement was made to have them attend the Kilrea 
school in Derry, by paying expense of tuition and convey- 
ance. 


Number two, four and six have had respectively four, 
three and six weeks provided for by income of funds. 

We believe those in our employ have been faithful in 
their endeavors to thoroughly instruct those under their 
care, and that good progress has been made in most 
schools. 


Irregular attendance of pupils has been a great hind- 
rance to success with quite a number, but we are glad to 
report that many have had their names placed on the roll 
of honor for perfect attendance for one term and for two 
terms. We wish to urge parents to encourage and aid 
their children to attend school regularly and to co-operate 
as much as possible in the school work.
